t is early in the morning and the stillness 
of the campus is soothing to the spirit. | 
seem to be the only one about at this hour 
on a Monday except for a flock of gulls 
which are marching around "A" squad in a disorderly 
fashion. It is certainly a marked contrast to two days 
ago when No. 162 had its 85th Annual Inspection. 
There are some who doubt the value of that 
exercise. In the rush for time which is so prevalent 
in the final term, cadet parades and practices certainly 
add pressure to a schedule for students which is 
already full. There are other voices that question the

I see upwards of a thousand 
spectators and proud parents who are enthralled by a 
colourful and dynamic spectacle. ] hear the rousing 
strains of an 85 member band performing on key. | 
hear students in the hallways openly discussing their 
chances of being named best platoon. I see the whole 
student body under student direction doing some- 
thing together and maintaining one of the aspects of 
Ridley that makes us distinct.

I know that from a practical point of view, 
perhaps time can be spent differently at a school that 
aspires for academic excellence. But my heart tells me 
that the joy and sense of pride and accomplishment 
that the school feels on Inspection Day is worth every 
minute. 

Now, if I can just get the gulls to see this 


wisdom... 
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hat’s going on at the school? This is the 
first of what we intend as a continuing 
column on life at Ridley. We get many 
questions on what is the same and what is 
different about the school compared with a number of 
years ago, plus a great many requests simply for news. 

More than anything else, life at the school is 
full. In addition to regular classes and academic work, 
students and faculty put an amazing amount of time 
into the arts, sports, extra-curriculars and student so- 
cial life. Our teams continue to do well. It’s impos- 
sible to mention every team, but some of the high- 
lights include Junior Rugby which lost only one game 
all season, Under 16 Tennis which won the ISAA 
championship, and the Senior Lacrosse which fin- 
ished first and is going on to the finals as we go to 
press. In track and field, we have sent a contingent 
that is unusually large for a school our size to the Pro- 
vincial Championships (OFSSA), including Travis 
Cooper (800 m), Maggie Boak (800m), Ashley Hahn 
(1500m), Jen Turner (800 m & 1500 m), Olivia 
Proudfoot (400 m), with the four girls also making up 
an entry in the girls 4 x 400 relay. The Canadian Sec- 
ondary Schools Rowing Association Regatta 'The 
Schoolboy' has just been completed. Ridley, for the 
second consecutive year, amassed the largest point to- 
tal to win the coveted Cosgrave Trophy as overall 
champions. 

In addition to sports, we have had a few other 
large-scale events that have filled the final term. Our 
annual Amnesty Concert to raise money for Amnesty 
International, displayed students’ talents in cabaret-

type performances of music and skits and was a huge 
success. The Middle School Arts Night, involving 
the entire Middle School (former Lower School), 
showed off a high calibre of musical and theatrical 
talent, the highlight of which was the grade 5 @ 6 
musical Steamboatin’, which was shown the following 
week to the Upper School. A group of student artists, 
musicians and dramatists went to Cleveland for the 
Great Lakes Arts Festival , an event we are hosting 
next year. We have also had several exciting confer- 
ences at the school this term: a history conference for 
all grade 12, an economics conference for all of grade 
13, and a leadership conference for grade 12. Many 
other happenings have occurred, but space doesn’t 
allow for them. 

One portion of the school that has become 
more of a presence over the past five or six years is 
the day student population. Since Upper School first 
took day students in the early 1970s, the governing 
principle of their lives here has been to make sure 
they get as much out of the school as boarders get.

Ridley stood first in Zone 75 and 31st in the nation 
out of 578 schools which participated. Students on 
the Ridley Team were David Leung, Hon Wai 
Poon and Anne McIntosh. These students placed 
2nd (Leung & Poon), 6th (McIntosh) and Graeme 
Scandrett placed 8th in the local zone competition. 
There were 206 competitors. The school is very 
proud of all of the students who wrote the contest 
and their impressive accomplishments.

This has been achieved by requiring them to stay at 
school 3 nights a week, and by giving them space in a 
room with boarders in the residence, where they do 
their study, change into their athletic gear and form 
many of the bonds that boarders form. This year we 
have reviewed our policy on day students. The upshot 
of our review, which included a survey of current day 
students and parents, has been to re-affirm our exist- 
ing policy. A very small number of families expressed 
a wish for a change, which led us to believe that the 
policy, if it were administered with flexibility at the 
appropriate times, would make everyone happy. A 
noteworthy addendum to the entire discussion was 
how strongly the current boarders didn’t want to 
tamper with the routine that made day students a 
rich part of school life. 

Fourth Dimension has also come under re- 
view. For the past 15 years, during Fourth Dimension 
different groups of students have gone out of the 
classroom for four days for educational opportunities 
that included studies of the Niagara region, university 
tours for the grade 13s, trips to Russia, outdoor educa- 
tion at a camp in Haliburton, and many other exper- 
iences. Financial constraints, plus our continual 
penchant for reviewing programmes that have been 
in place for some time, have led us to modify Fourth 
Dimension next year. As in past years, Grade 9 will 
go as a group to Camp Kandalore, a trip that has 
created a better bond among all these students in 
their first year in Upper School. The grade 13s will go 
on their customary university tours. The other three 
grades will participate in a programme of global and 
cultural awareness, the focus of which will be the 
“World Game”, an exercise where up to 350 people 
are divided among the world’s nations, and have to 
deal with the problems, both national and inter- 








national, that each country might have to deal with. 
It is a project that has been organized by a committee 
of both faculty and students. 

One of the questions we get asked by Old 
Ridleians most often is whether or not the Prefect 
system still functions the way it used to. The Prefect 
system is strong, but there is no doubt that it functions 
differently from the way it used to. At the beginning 
of the spring term, students and faculty are polled 
within their houses to come up with names of students 
in each house who should be appointed as prefects. 
Next, students and faculty take a ballot on which 
prefects should be appointed School Prefects. After 
the balloting is completed there are a number of 
discussions among faculty, housemasters, outgoing 
School Prefects, assistant heads and the headmaster. 
The main function of prefects is to be a guide and 
support to other students, by enforcing rules, setting 
examples, and exercising their voice on behalf of 
students on various decision-making committees such 
as Property, Department Heads or Housemasters. 
The house prefects carry out their responsibilities by 
asserting their influence mainly in the house, whereas 
the School Prefects have school-wide responsibilities. 
Prefecting remains the pinnacle of leadership devel- 
opment at the school, a challenge that pushes our 
best students to their limits, often limits beyond what 
we or they thought they could achieve. 

One thing that has clearly not changed over 
the years is that the School is a busy, thriving place, 
continually placing new challenges in front of the 
students and adapting to the needs of the world they 
will live in. Watch this space for more news.

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A History of 
Computer Studies at Ridley

he Information Age arrived at Ridley 
College in the early 1970s in the form of 
a desktop calculator which could be 





programmed - taught a sequence of math- 
ematical operations to perform on numbers entered 
by the operator - through a stack of punched cards. 
Although its processing power is exceeded today by 
the simplest hand-held calculator, it represented the 
first of a new generation of tools for education. 

The first programmable micro-computer at 
the school was a “Personal Electronic Transactor” 
bought in September of 1978 with the encourage- 
ment of O. Michael Hamilton of the Math depart- 
ment. The PET was an all-in-one computer with a 
black and white screen capable of displaying char- 
acters and some rudimentary graphics symbols. The 
computer had about 4,000 characters of internal 
memory, and work was stored on standard audio 
cassettes. The user manual was 10 pages long and 
consisted of a listing of the available commands with 
little or no description or examples. There was no 
application software available for the machine, so to 
accomplish a task it had to be programmed from 
scratch with the built-in BASIC programming 
language. There were no courses in place at Ridley to 
teach skills on the PET. One day early in the year a 
small group of students asked Hamilton to “show 
them how to program”. His two-line demonstration 
only displayed the time on the screen but it was 
impetus enough: with the thin manual and a lot of 
“hacking” these few students began to build ever larger 
programs. The group fielded the misconceptions 
of the time, being asked regularly to “find out who is 
going to win the World Series” or told “PIl pay you to 
have it do all my homework”. 

These few students so monopolized the machine 
that in 1979 two more PETS arrived. These machines 
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had larger screens, full-sized keyboards, and 32,000 
characters of memory which, at 8 times the size of the 
older model, seemed ridiculously excessive. There 
was still no software, but in some ways this seemed of 
little concern. So misunderstood was the technology 
that parents worried that their children would be 
unable to cope in the workplace of the future if they 
did not learn to program computers. Summer “Com- 
puter Camps” flourished, and at Ridley no attempt 
was made to use the computer as a tool in other dis- 
ciplines. It remained an isolated intellectual pursuit. 

The official formation of a “Department of 
Computer Studies” occurred in 1981 under Michael 
Hamilton, who had been the driving force for three 
years behind the purchase of academic computers and 
their use in the school. 

1982 saw the arrival of a class set of Commo- 
dore 64 computers. The C64s had colour screens, 
ereater processing power, the astronomical sum of 64 
thousand characters of memory, and a lower price 
than the PET. More importantly, several pieces of 
application software were already available for it. This 
allowed Hamilton to introduce “Data Processing”, a 
course that emphasized using the computer as a tool 
for writing, managing, organizing, and presenting

information. Data Processing continues today as 

| “Applications” in both grade 11 and 12 and contin- 

| XY ues to introduce students to the latest application 
software while also considering the myriad uses and 
social implications of computer technology. 

Although the school was embracing the new 

technologies in academics, administrative functions 
remained a manual operation. Student accounts and 
the Development office database of alumni inform- 
ation, approaching 6,000 records in size, was on paper 
cards in file drawers. For years updates had been scrib- 
bled on the back of the cards by hand. In November 
of 1983 a multi-user microcomputer, the Alpha- 
Micro 1045, arrived in the portable trailer housing 
the Business offices. With screens in both Business 
and Development offices it was custom- 





ensure that their programs followed consistent stan- 
dards. While IBM held a larger share of the business 
market, Hamilton accurately foresaw that the graph- 
ical user interface was the future of software develop- 
ment. The ease of the Macintosh software allowed 
Data Processing classes to spend less time memorizing 
commands and more time invest-igating new applica- 
tions, while Programming classes could try out pro- 
fessional-level programming tools hands-on. 

The first 10 Macintosh computers arrived in 
September of 1986. Macintosh was considerably more 
expensive than the PETs or C64s, so the purchase of 
an entire class set in one year was out of the question. 
Still, the computers were an instant success with 
students and teachers. In a short time it was obvious 
that the 10 Macs were not suffic-ient, and in 





programmed to handle first accounts pay- 
able/receivable and alumni file main- 
tenance, and then over the years payroll, 
budgeting, time tabling, library books and 
subjects, and word processing. 

The next three years brought a 
growing demand from students and the 













September of 1987 10 more were purchased 
in advance with 2nd Century funds. 

The Mac was such a powerful com- 
puter that its arrival affected many areas of 
the school. Student publications, previously 
typed by hand and sent to a printer for 
layout, are prepared right to the camera- 
ready stage by the students themselves. A

obsolescence. Fortunately, the de- 
cision had been made to celebrate 
Ridley’s centennial year in 1989 
with the construction of a large, integrated academic 
facility. One of the primary goals of the building would 

| be to encourage inter-disciplinary learning - the cross- 

ing of departmental boundaries to integrate concepts 

and skills in all classes. All too often students learn to 

| file classes away mentally in separate drawers - spelling 
is forgotten in physics class, physical principles in art 
class. The decision to include the computer depart- 
ment in this building was inevitable - the math 
department facilities housing the computers were 
stretched, the school needed to move beyond the 
C64s, and computer software was now available to aid 
almost every discipline in the school. Computers are 
the quintessential inter-disciplinary tool. 

The second event that would affect Ridley 

| for many years was the introduction of the Apple Mac- 

| J) intosh computer. Apple’s mouse-—a hand-held device 
that moved a pointer on the screen—made computers 
easier and more intuitive and forced developers to 











~) thanks to a generous donation 
— by the Niagara branch of the 

Women’s Guild, students use a powerful Mac- 
intosh with a two-page screen, laser printer, and gray- 
scale scanner in the 2nd Century building “Publica- 
tions Room”. 

It did not take long before administrative 
personnel were budgeting for “my own Macintosh”, 
and computers started popping up on desks in prop- 
erty, development, and secretarial offices. In 1991/92 
two new programs, MacSchool for Academics and 
FundWorks for Development, have taken over from 
their respective Alpha-Micro systems to bring new 
capabilities to our administrative computing. 

The imminent arrival of the 2nd Century 
building posed another question—should Macintosh 
be used in all four planned labs, or should another 
platform be represented? Until then all available 
funding had been spent building class sets of comput- 
ers—there was no question of going to multiple plat- 
forms. With the money and space available to branch 
out it was not difficult to choose the IBM DOS stan- 
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dard to be equally represented in the new facility. 
DOS still held a vast majority of the installed base in 
business and industry, and a considerable amount of 
software in diverse fields was available for the system. 
It was felt that students should be exposed equally to 
both Macintosh and DOS. 

The move into the 2nd Century building 
occurred over Christmas break in 1989. Ridley only 
owned one quarter of the hardware needed to fill 
the extensive computer facility. A generous grant 
from the Naylor family purchased two labs of DOS 
computers, and in September of 1990 the Niagara 
Women’s Guild purchased the twelve Macs needed to 
complete the 4th lab. 

In the two and a half years since completion 
of the building, use of the department has grown 
beyond all expectations. Computer Studies teaches two 
erades of Applications, two grades of Programming, an 
OAC level course in Systems Analysis, grade 10 Key- 
boarding, and introductory courses in grade 7 and 8—a 
total of 13 classes and over 250 students. The labs are 
open fourteen hours a day, a 
privilege the student body 
takes seriously—with few 
exceptions there has never 
been theft or vandalism in 
the often unsuper-vised labs. 
A typical evening study finds 
students working on Computer assignments, Biology 
labs, Geography charts, and English projects. In the 
Publications Room an issue of the Hank or Trib is in fi- 


nal layout, and a Keyboarding class occupies a DOS lab. 


The facility is regularly used by Geography, 
Music, Modern Languages, and Math. Several 
departments have demonstration computers in their 
own classrooms, and Science uses a class set to 
analyze experimental data. Every department in the 
school has at least one office machine. Faculty are 
taught how to use the network in the opening week 
of school to assist with their marks, tests, and assign- 
ments, and so they will be comfortable bringing 
their own classes to the facility. Teachers are learning 
the value of the machines for writing, manipulating 
information, or running educational instruction 
software as an adjunct to their courses. 

This growing interest in the facility has 
exceeded all hopes, but maintaining the labs has 
become a significant problem. On the one hand, the 
computers are on fourteen hours a day, seven days a 
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At Ridley we are learning that 


upgrading of the computer facilities 
is an on-going, annual expense 





week throughout the school year. Failing power 
supplies, growing system irregularities, fading screens, 
broken keyboards, and mice that have literally been 
worn away are the result of almost constant use. On 
the other hand, technology races ahead. In order to 
continue to properly prepare our students for the 
demands that await them at university and business 
we must stay not on the leading edge of technology, 
but in the race. Software developers demand more 
memory and more power with each successive version 
in order to provide the tools business demands. Only 
two and a half years after completing the 2nd Cen- 
tury building every piece of equipment in the labs is 
out of production. Some of the Macintosh Plus 
computers are six years old while the DOS machines 
have been succeeded by two generations of more 
powerful processors. The network is bogging down 
under the traffic. The printers are insufficient to han- 
dle the demand, and regularly need service. We have 
held off on important system and application software 
updates because of the limitations of our hardware. 

It is difficult for 
some of us to understand 
how a piece of equipment 


it was designed can, in fact, 
be useless. But this is a re- 
ality of computer tech- 
nology. At Ridley we are learning that upgrading of the 
computer facilities is an on-going, annual expense. Each 
year one lab of the four must be updated or replaced, as 
approp-riate, at an approximate cost of $60,000 per lab. 
Measures are underway to provide either an annual sum 
or, better still, an endowment fund that could support 
the department indefinitely. In July of this year the first 
of these upgrades will take place in one of the DOS labs, 
funded by the school’s operating budget. 

We are living in the Information Age, a time 
when the United States alone produces 600 billion 
pages of computer printout per year and a $20 CD- 
ROM disk contains 275,000 pages of material—the 
equivalent of 23 trees of paper. Ridley has come a 
long way since that programmable calculator. The 
future promises access to massive amounts of inform- 
ation, networking of the residences with classrooms 
and library, and computing power that roughly dou- 
bles every year. Ridley is charged with continuing our 
progress toward an integrated, inter-disciplinary cam- 
pus of the Information Age.

t it's February, 
1992 meeting, 
Ridley's Board 
of Governors 
agreed to establish a Steer- 
ing Committee to oversee a 
review of Ridley's future. 
Ridley's Chairman, George 
M. Hendrie '49 reminded 
the Board that the last long 
range plan had been sub- 
mitted in 1988 when a committee, guided by ree 
Stewart Kingstone, Past Parent, R. Terrence Mactag- 
gart '62 and Mrs. Janet Lewis, then Assistant Head- 
master had developed an extremely useful document 
with a number of worthwhile recommendations, most 
of which have now been implemented. Hence, 
George felt that it was now appropriate to review the 
school's future including its financial needs, its stu- 
dent composition and size, the range of academic and 
extracurricular activities, its facilities and its staffing 
to create a blueprint to move into the 21st century 
with strength and confidence. 

The mandate given to the Committee was to 
assess all aspects of Ridley's activities and to come 
forward with recommendations, hopefully by the end 
of 1992. The Committee has now been struck and 
includes Board Members Terence P. Scandrett '61, 
Dr. Patrick F Lett '67, Bruce H. Mitchell '64, Dr. 
Janet Wright, two members of the school's staff, 
James Milligan, the Assistant Director of Middle 
School and George Briggs, the Director of Activities 
and a parent, Christopher Lang, father of Debbie '92 
and Susie '89. Ex-officio members of the Committee 
are the Headmaster and Janet Lewis, Assistant Head, 
Administration, who will provide a useful link 
between the process that was completed in 1988.

At the Committee's first meeting in late 
April, they agreed among other things to hire an out- 
side consultant to help with the planning and facilita- 
tion of the process. Requests for proposals were sent 
to four groups all experienced in working with educa- 
tional organizations and independent schools in par- 
ticular. Each of them expressed interest in working 
with Ridley and interviews with the candidates will 
be taking place soon with a selection expected shortly 
thereafter. 

Once the selection is made, the Committee 
will meet with its consultant to agree on the basis on 
which the process will proceed. It is expected that as 
part of the process, meetings will be held with the 
representatives of the Ridley family to discuss a va- 
riety of issues in order to insure the plan reflects the 
views of as many people as possible. All of this will 
take a considerable amount of planning and time. 

The Committee is well aware of the very sig- 
nificant responsibility that they have accepted and 
have agreed that these discussions will only start once 
they are satisfied that proper thought has been given 
to the process. The Committee would be delighted to 
receive thoughts on Ridley's future, and have already 
received a number of ideas on various aspects of the 
school's life, all of which will be considered when as- 
sessing priorities over the next ten years. &T)

ob Stanley is the first person whom I rec- 
ognized as being a 'Ridleian'. Even today I 
find this hard to define, but to me it has 
something to do with dedication, modesty, 
and fair-dealing. It might be unfair to Bob, who | 
think would be the same person whether or not he 
had attended Ridley College and spent the better 
part of his life there. When we first met, he was 
Housemaster of Merritt House and the father of two 
children, and I was impressed by how he handled 
both responsibilities. How he could spend so much 





time with the boys of the house and so much with the 


children of the home excited mild jealousy at the 
time, and is still a mystery to me. 

Originally a Toronto boy, Bob entered Ridley 
in Grade 10 (Fourth Form as it was then) in 1943. 
He played four years on Ist Team Hockey, as well as 
Football and Track, and in his final year was captain 
of Football, Prefect and 2i/c of cadets. 

From Ridley Bob went to McGill University 
in Montreal, where he met a young Carl Dorland, 
who was also to make a large mark on the Ridley 


scene. At McGill he played Football for the Redmen.

in 1951 and tested a calling to schoolmastering by 
returning to Toronto and teaching at Upper Canada 
College. Apparently he felt the test to be a failure 

and he entered the business world as a dealer in 
wholesale fishing equipment. (He tells me that he is 

still an enthusiast). 

The schoolmastering virus was in the blood, 
however, and Bob came to Ridley as a faculty (the 
word wasn't in use then) member in 1955, taught 
History and Science and lived in Merritt House. In 
1956 he married Patricia Thompson. The young 
couple was instantly popular with the boys of the 
house who lined up ‘like quivering cocker spaniels’, 
according to Bill Charlton '61, to be introduced to 
the bride, and were rewarded with charm, cookies and 
warm friendliness. 

The next ten years were full for the Stanley 
family. By 1967 Susan '76, Gay '77, Frank '81 and 
Graham '85 had swelled the ranks, Bob had become Ye

Team Football Coach (R. Stanlius Footballus), as 
well as coaching Hockey and Track. In 1967 he left

ollowing one of the best attended Board of 
Governors meetings in Ridley history, on 
Friday May 5th, about 200 friends of W. 
Darcy McKeough '51, Past President of the 
Board of Governors, gathered for a cocktail party in 
Kenyon Lett House followed by a dinner in his hon- 
our in the Great Hall at the school. 

Three speakers, the Headmaster, Douglas J. 
Campbell, Robert Johnstone '50, a classmate of Dar- 
cy's and Robert Stevens '44, former President of Ridley 
College, gently roasted and applauded Darcy for his 
outstanding contributions to Ridley over the years. 

The refurbished Great Hall and the recently 
re-hung and lighted portraits of past presidents and 
Headmasters lent a dramatic background to the high- 
light of the evening - the unveiling of the W. Darcy 
McKeough portrait, painted by Istvan Nyikos. 

The portrait was unveiled by Darcy's wife, 
Joyce, who, after receiving a desk photograph of the 
portrait, took over the podium and showed, one and 
all, that Darcy is not the only accomplished public 
speaker in the McKeough family. 

The final speaker of the evening was the Past 
Chairman of the Board of Governors, W. Darcy 
McKeough - his remarks follow. 





Mr. President, Mr. Headmaster, Reverend Sir, Ladies and 
Gentlemen. 

First of all on behalf of our family, Joyce, Stewart, James 
and me, I want to thank you for the portrait. 

And I| want to congratulate the artist, Istvan Nyikos. It 
seems to me that he has captured the real me without over- 
doing my exceptional good looks! 

I am particularly pleased that the portrait has been unveiled 
on the easel before it is consigned to the nether regions of the 
balcony. On the other hand I have to admit that I am the au- 
thor of that movement which I assume will take place tomorrow 
morning. One of the things that I pushed for and was successful 
in, was repainting the walls of this Great Hall, re-arranging the 
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portraits sequentially, doubling up some of them to make more 
room and authorizing new lighting for all the portraits. 

Had we not done the doubling up | think I probably would 
have been in the rink as opposed to being placed in the balcony. 
The consolation is that | assume for the time being, that I will 
share the balcony in splendid isolation with Dr. Henry John 
Cody - arguably one of the most famous of Ridley names. He, of 
course, was an academic, and educator and an intellectual and it 
is only fitting that I should be there alone with him. 

Only two things remain to be done. Someone has to talk 
Messrs. Stevens and Irwin into sitting for their portraits to replace 
their photographs - so that this really magnificent gallery of 19 
portraits will be complete in every respect. 

Let me turn first to a confession - the prayer book talks 
about ‘leaving undone those things which we ought to have 





done' so it is time for me to fess up. I also will let you in ona 
secret; how we achieved ultimately a total of $15,050,000 for the 
2nd Century Campaign. 'T' Mandeville referred to some of what 
I did as creative accounting. I would dispute that, but we did use 
our imagination at times. 

Actually what Iam about to describe got us to the $10M 
mark or perhaps it was the $12M mark. After that point we be- 
came honest! I refer to the sale of seats in the Mandeville Thea- 
tre. The money for the seats was being counted as it came in. | 
was concerned that after the campaign was over, the proceeds 
from the sale of any remaining seats would disappear into the 
Bursar's Discretionary Fund or some other equally black hole. 

Confident that all 350 seats would eventually be sold relative- 
ly quickly, and with the wholehearted concurrence of the Bursar 
and the Chairman of the Finance Committee (to say nothing of 
the Campaign Committee), we decided that we could count all the 
proceeds in our then total and the sale of the remaining seats could 
be set up as a receivable on the school's books. 

But alas, | am told that not quite all the seats are sold, there 
are, as I speak, just a few left. This causes a concern to John 
Anderson and probably to Crawford, Smith and Swallow, who 
threaten from time to time not to certify our balance sheet. That 
worries me and things left undone worry me. 

I point out to you that tonight you have had fine hospitality 
from the Campbell's in Kenyon Lett House; you have had a 
wonderful meal in this Great Hall, you have heard and are q 
hearing some of the great oratory of the 20th century - tryly a 
culinary and cultural event and all this is for free! 











It occurred to me that it would be a good idea to tastefully and 
discreetly leave pledge cards for Mandeville seats at each of your 
places. The McKeough family have tonight taken three seats and if 
you want just a part of a seat this too can be arranged; they will be 
marked 'Friends of the 13th Chairman - Thank God He's Retired’. 
Bob Stanley assures me that if we oversell tonight he will reserve 
those funds for seats in the ultimate Mandeville Theatre extension! 
I leave it with you but do help me solve this 'undone! matter 
which weighs on me heavily. 

So what are my reflections as another phase of my Ridley 
career has ended. I have been to date through six phases, Student, 
Alumni, Parent, Board Member, Chairman of 2nd Century and 
Chairman of the Board. 

I hasten to say Iam not 
quite ready to disappear com- 
pletely but there is no question 
that the present Chairman and 
others have reminded me of my 
near fossilized condition and the 
hanging of ones portrait really 
does tend to signify a finish to 
one's active Ridley time. 

I have had the privilege of 
serving on the Board with three 
Headmasters - Mr. Richard Brad- 
ley, Dr. Jere Packard and the 
present Head, Mr. Douglas 
Campbell. I sincerely thank each 
of them. As well, | extend my 
very grateful thanks for the tre- 
mendous support given me dur- 
ing my term, by Faculty, by Staff, 
by Board Members, Advisory 
Board Members, Old Ridleians, 
Parents - all these people made it 
a very easy job to be Chairman 
of Ridley and Chairman of 2nd 
Century. It made it a 'fun' job. | 
am sure, George, you are having 
and will continue to have exact- 
ly the same experience. 

My memories are the same 
as most other alumni. The things that I treasure are the friend- 
ships, cadets, acting, drama, debating, (I learned my debating 
from David Fenson and drama from Gwyn Morris and T. Cro- 
nyn. Some suggest that both were the foundation of a political 
career. Perhaps it was also from Mel Brock, an English teacher, 
whom Hume Cronyn described in his autobiography 'A Terrible 
Liar' thus: "as an interpreter of Shakespeare, he was one hell of a 
basketball player.") Sports, I was never very good but I think I 
was a competitor. Great teaching, Dr. Hamilton and Adam 
Griffith to name just two. 

Perhaps as much as anything else, what I recall, is what I 
gained in up to fourteen times a week in the Memorial Chapel. 
My family would say that I have been inflicting my Ridley 'loud- 
mouth untuneful singing’ on various churches ever since, but 
there is no question that if my nonexistent voice was not im- 





proved, it is a fact that my faith was nourished, moulded and 
strengthened in the Ridley Chapel. 

What are my wishes for the School? In my day we were 
known perhaps more than anything else as a 'jock' school. That 
is certainly not true now. We are certainly still known for our 
athletic prowess, for our academic achievement and for the host 
of activities into which students are plunged and plunge them- 
selves into. We are known as the largest co-ed boarding school. 
We have a large, not yet large enough, programme of financial 
assistance. We are truly, in terms of our student representation, 
a global school with, I hope a global outlook. We have an ad- 
equate endowment which needs to be greatly enlarged. But my 
single wish would be that we keep emphasizing, Mr. Head- 
master, Members of the Board 
and of the Faculty, the AC- 
ADEMIC THRUST. We have 
the equipment, we have the fa- 
culty; both must continually be 
replaced and upgraded. I hope 
that the 21st century would 
make Ridley known, not only as 
a school which produces well 
rounded students but also as one 
that is known for it's pursuit of 
the highest academic achieve- 
ment, from a student population 
which will remain diverse, many 
of whom will be capable of such 
high academic achievement, but 
for all of whom it should be our 
aim to help them to do their 
very best. Is it wrong to assume 
that sometime in the next hun- 
dred years - much sooner, | hope 
that we could produce several 
Rhodes Scholars. The important 
goal is, as Tennyson said, 
"strong in will, to strive, to seek, 
to find and not to yield". 

And I have one other wish. 
Those whose names are recorded 
at either side of the high altar in 
the Chapel and those whose names are recorded on the wall of the 
porch of this Great Hall were truly 'consumed in service, to their 
King and to their Country. Hundreds of others, because of what 
they have been taught and have learned at Ridley, have given 
service to their fellow man, to their countries and to their com- 
munities. Many have been and are known as being 'a good citizen’. 

Good citizenship is not innate; it is taught. Ridley has been 
and is giving that training. If we continue to provide the kind of 
teaching and training that we have for 103 years, then my wish 
will continue to be granted. In 'As You Like It! Phoebe asks "tell 
this youth what 'tis to love" and Silvius replies "it is to be all 
made of faith and service". 

Mr. President, Headmaster, Faith and Service - that is 
Ridley's mission, that is my wish and my expectation - Terar 
dum Prosim. Thank you very much.

ey iger readers will remember a brief article 

| which appeared in the lastissue announ-cing 
the retirement of Mrs. Elizabeth Hunt after 
40 years of service to Ridley. | have been set 
the impossible task of 'doing justice’ to Elizabeth by 
providing a fuller article. It is my honour to try. 

My earliest recollections of Elizabeth are 
those from my childhood. As a small boy I, along 
with my sister and brother, would accompany my 
father to the business office just inside the front door 
of School House. Faculty could buy milk tickets - a 
perk for a growing family! - through the school. We 
looked forward to these excursions because invariably 
it meant seeing a pretty, gracious, and interested lady 
with a fascinating accent and most importantly, an 
endless supply of English (Scottish!) hard candies! 
For 40 years Elizabeth charmed generations of faculty 
children, faculty, Ridley boys and girls and their 
parents, plus thousands of visitors to our campus. 
That we almost failed to secure Elizabeth's services is 
hard to believe, but true. 

In 1952 Dr. Hamilton hired another woman 
as his secretary. Within two weeks she proved to be 
unsatisfactory. In his wisdom, 'Hammy' contacted 
Elizabeth at Anthes Imperial where she had taken a 
job after being turned down at Ridley. She was asked 
to come in for an interview on a Saturday morning. 
After cleaning up two weeks of unfinished work 
several hours later, Elizabeth completed her 'inter- 
view! and was invited to return as the Headmaster's 
secretary the following Monday. Since that time she 
has made a succession of 'bosses' look good and be 





successful. 

From 1952 - 1959 she worked as Dr. Ham- 
ilton's secretary. Then for six years Elizabeth worked 
part-time for Ridley, typing exams and assisting with 
various projects. During this time she became the 
mother of son Glenn and daughter Lynn. 
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To get her 'out of the house', George, her hus- 
band, sent her back to Ridley to work in the business 
office for Dougal McMillan, the school bursar. Between 
1972 and 1980 Elizabeth worked for both Headmaster, 
Richard Bradley and Assistant Headmaster, David 
Wilson and in 1980 she became the secretary to the 
Admissions office under Maurice Cooke. 

In that position with her tact, charm, dil- 
igence, efficiency and, very importantly, her love of 
Ridley, Elizabeth made her greatest contributions 
to our school. As the first contact for inquiries she 
unfailingly made families feel welcome. Her long 
involvement with the school allowed her to remem- 
ber old boys and later their sons and daughters. Her 
uncanny ability to remember an inquiry four years old 
and to unearth the file, bring it up to date and discuss 
the renewed interest with the family, undoubtedly 
secured dozens of students for Ridley. 

In 1984 when Janet Lewis and I joined the 
Admissions office as Co-Directors to work 'for' Eliz- 
abeth, we could not have inherited a more valuable 
resource nor found a more willing, cooperative co- 
worker. The school enrolment grew to over 600 
students and co-education thrived. Elizabeth played a 
major role in the success of the Admissions office at 
this time. Throughout her career at Ridley Elizabeth 
was the consumate professional. 

Suddenly, in January of this year, Elizabeth's 
health deteriorated and she was forced to retire. She 
faced her afflictions with courage, humour and 
dignity, and though Elizabeth faces some additional 
challenges to build her strength, happily she has 
been able to leave the hospital and return home. 

Today, as | write this piece, Elizabeth and 
George are celebrating 44 years of marriage. I know 
everyone in the Ridley family joins me in wishing 
them many more years together and a quick return to 


good health for Elizabeth. &

Ridley Faculty 
1939-1979 


Ridley was saddened to receive the news of 
the sudden death of H. Alan Staples in Calgary, Alta. 
on Tuesday, 9 June 1992. 

Alan Staples joined the Ridley staff in Sep- 
tember 1939 and for the next 40 years there was 
hardly a job at the school that Al, at some time, did 
not undertake. He was head of the modern languages 
department for many years, teaching French, Spanish 
and Latin. He served as a housemaster, both in Goo- 
derham House and Merritt House for over 18 years 
and established a reputation for empathy and fairness 
among the boys. 

Alan Staples arrived at Ridley, coincidentally, 

| ® with the opening of the old gym and the swimming 

| pool in 1939. He became the first team swimming 
coach for the next 40 years and he established a 
swimming tradition at Ridley that has been the envy 
of all 1.S.S.A. schools. Fittingly in Al's final year at 
the school, his team won their 14th championship. 
His contribution to Ridley swimming was recognized 
in the spring of 1990 when the Ridley pool was of- 
ficially named the 'H. Alan Staples Pool'. Al not only 
coached swimming but he also coached second team 
basketball, third team football, umpired cricket games 
and refereed football and soccer games. 

The Staples family were regular attenders at 
Chapel and Al served as the unofficial sidesman for 
all special services for many many years. He was an 
excellent role model for students as he was truly a 
practising christian in all aspects of his life. Alan Sta- 
ples manifested the values that Ridley College stands 
for — fairness, compassion, integrity and, above all, 
service. 

The Ridley community extends its deepest 
sympathy to his wife Irene and to his daughters Janet

The Ridley Archives has a collection from the First 
World War era through the 1920's, a period of time 
when many students were encouraged to create 
these and to keep them up over their Ridley years. 
Of recent particular interest is a new "old photo" 
album donated by Mr. Alfred Chapman '45 and 
procured by Mr. David MacLachlan '45 the 
Archive Committee Chairman. This book, dating 
from 1910, belonged originally to Samuel De Veaux 
Woodruff '12 who was killed in action in the last 
year of the war. It shows many scenes of the school 
and of his friends in that early period.

ould you like to leave a capital gift to 
Ridley, but feel that you can't because you 
require the income stream for retirement 
purposes? Then the value of annuity own- 
ership for planned giving may be of interest to you. 

A benefit is contained in the larger net income 
yield that can be realized while eliminating the risk of 
interest rate fluctuation, plus the ability to recover the 
capital at death for the school and for your family. 

For instance, let's compare what happens when 
a Ridley donor wishes to keep a $100,000 investment 
in "CD's" (GIC or certificate of deposit) for retirement 
income purposes and then ultimately leave the prin- 
cipal to Ridley vs. what they could do if they purchased 
an annuity and structured for capital recovery.

Let's assume we live in a 10% interest world 
for illustration purposes only. Thus the net yield of 
the "CD" fund would be $5,000 in a 50% tax bracket 
while the annuity net would be $8,370 or 67% more! 

This is made possible as a result of the preferen- 
tial tax treatment which a prescribed annuity receives. 

The donor could then give all or part of the dif- 
ference of $3,370 to Ridley each year as a charitable gift. 

Since, at death, the "CD" account would re- 
fund the capital of $100,000 whereas the annuity 
would not; Ridley could then use all or part of the 
$3,370 to insure the donor's life for $100,000 which 
Ridley would then receive tax free at the donor's 
death. ($100,000 of Term to 100 for a male non 
smoker age 60 would be $2,000/yr. leaving $1,370 for 


Ridley's current use.) 





Thus the donor has equalled at least a 10% 
gross return on capital while eliminating the risks of 
fluctuating yields by annuitizing the capital to guar- 
antee a steady lifelong stream of income. While 
spending the "CD" yield equivalent the donor then 
gifts the excess income to the school which then in- 
sures the capital for ultimate receipt by the school. 

The donors $3,370 gift, then being tax credit 
eligible at the rate of 46% will result in tax savings of 
$1,550 which the donor could then use to further 


insure his/herself for the benefit of their family (i.e. 
$75,000 of Term to 100).

While this example assumes interest at 10% 
on the "CD" and is aggressive given today's actual 
interest climate, it does show how attractive annuity 
yields can be, particularly if the donor can insure his 
annuity for recovery of capital (175%) for the benefit 
of both his family and the school. Something to con- 
sider if you would like to leave capital to the school 
but need it for retirement income purposes at the 
present time or in future.

RIDLEY ALUMNAE EVENTS 
Just do it! 
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omen first entered Ridley College in 
1973. Since then the numberof women 
has increased to a representation of 
about 50% of the student body. Inter- 
nally, programs have been introduced or modified to 
reflect this growth and change. 

The Ridley College Association Executive 
committee is an organization comprised of members 
of the Ridley family. The committee members meet 
monthly to discuss and promote Ridley alumni/ae 
events that are held throughout the year. 

In an effort to ensure Ridley Alumnae events 
are meeting the expectations and needs of female gradu- 
ates, a sub-committee of the Ridley College Association 
Executive Committee did some market research. 

Historically, female participation in alumni 
events has not been representative of the number of 
graduates. A survey was sent to all female grads, ap- 
proximately 500 women, to solicit their input. The 
response rate was a gratifying 10%. Results were en- 
thusiastic, thoughtful and encouraging. 

Here are some highlights: 





¢ 76% of respondents volunteered their support in organ- 
izing and promoting events. 

e Female graduates are interested in participating in events 
to network, socialize, maintain tradition and learn about 
international affairs and women in business. 

e¢ Respondents are interested in attending female-only 
events as well as co-ed ones. 

e They prefer to attend events in the evening and on week- 
ends. Many are interested in a day care option for children. 

e Daytime events are not convenient.
